sonal effects of the Filipino general. 
Insurgent Major Velo was killed dur- 
ing the engagement, as were Corporal 
McGill and Private Tipps, both belong- 
ing to Company A of the Twenty-first. 
Several columns of American, troops 
continue vigorously to pursue General 
Caiiles. General Caiiles recently of- 
fered a reward of $10.0011 for tbe bead 
o£ Captain Edw&rd N. Jones. Jr., of 
tbe Eighth cavalry. 


For more than a year past Cailics 


has commanded the insurgent forces 
operating to the east of Bay lake, not 
far from Manilla. Ho is said to be a. 
French half-caste. He has a reputa- 
tion for vlndictiveness and cruelty, 
and Is one of the two or three Filipino 
leaders still in the field who bave 
clearly ignored 
the observances of 


honorable warfare.

Mando-Ducats, whose practice it was 
to assassinate and bury alive those of 
their countrymen who accepted Amer- 
ican sovereignty whenever the latter 
Tell into their hands, operated with 
the cognizance, if not the support of.

Judge Baker Told the Jurors That

ia the Jury Box. 


Omaha, April 29.—The jury an- 


nounced that James Callahan bad no 
part in the kidnaping ot Edward Cud- 
Jihy,though the verdict was an evident 
eurprise to the court, and Judge Saksr 
expressed 
his 
disgust in. emphatic 


terms. Callahan was immediately ar- 
rested on two other counts which the 
state is not now prepared to say wiii 
be made use of, as no new evidence 
is at hand and the expense of going 
over the ground again is considerable. 
As the words "not guilty" were pro- 
nounced in court Callahan 'naif rose to 
his feet and smiled. His relief found 
no sympathy among 
tfee 
audierjcp, 


however, and he turned bis eyes grate- 
fully toward the jury.. Judge Baker 
studied the wording at the verdict for 
several minutes in sitenee, as though 
he had doubted the evidence of his 
ears. Then he rebuked the jury se- 
verely. 


"If Callahan had made his own. 


choice of a jury," said Judge Baker, 
"he could not have selected 12 men 
•who could have served him more faith- 
fully.
